A very refreshing piece of news comes to 


us from Washington to tbe effect that tbe 
committee on ways and menus has passed a 
vote of want of confidence in Secretary of 
tbe Treasury Richardson, his assistant, Mr. 
Sawyer and Mr. Solicitor Banlicld. If Mr. 
Kicbnrdsou bad possessed IhoseiimUveucfs 
of a true gentleman ho would have resigned 
long ago. That the people at largo aud his 
own party In Congress have for months do- 
sired bis withdrawal must have been evi- 
dent even to tbe Secretary of tbe Treasury. 
Butwitb all tho obstinacy of a mule audllio 
insensibility of a rhinoceros added to tbe 
stupidity of a mule's father Mr. Iticbaixlson 
boa sullenly hung on to bis office assuring 
tho public from time to time that nothing 
was farther from his mind than a resigna- 
tion. And so this concentrated menagerie 
has retained tbe most important position in 
tbe government simply because he was not 
kicked out by tbe President whoso contempt 
for newspapers and whoso unwillingness to 
accept advice from them is pretty well 
known.

mixed with it during Ihot time. During the

hours, moreover, 
the 


fire was untouched. Though the aid of this 
remarkable property of chalk the lignito 
mown as shale may bo used for tho produc- 
ion of nn illuminating gas to an extent 
which will appear incredible. Even tbo 
cofirsost clay of this singular formation is 
ull of gas, and tbo 
, experiments made in 


England, though imperfect, show that ono 
on of this substance, together with n duo 
iroportion of chalk, will yield as largo an 
unount of gas as eight tons of ordinary 
3ool. From these tests the inventor argues 
hat London will bo warmed and lighted at 
fifty percent, cupitpur rate; that tbc ™O-:2T 
[list and ashes nuisance might bo abolished, 
hat every good-sized country house nnd 
very village might bo lighted with gas; and 
ho kitchen firo, with some slight alteration 
n Iho grate, might supply the house will 
ight. Finally, 'lignile nnd anlhracilo beds 
would become valuable properly, and chalk 
would be exported as coal is now. Tho 
English papers say tho prospect seems al- 
most too good lo bo true.

deformed." Mr. Love adds that utho gum 
docs not exude from tho stem unless it is 
punctured by insects or otherwise.

ren, and even grown up people, make raids 
upon it for chewing gum; aud it has about
